But when they give 
a novice user who wants to upgrade their 
DOS to 6.2.1 and have dating beyond 1987, 
an answer like; "what you have to get is a 
6.2.1 disk and a Cat #26-2119 Technical 
reference manual," it is quite a different 
story. 


We can't fault Tandy too much, because 
they did support the product --when it was 
their current computer-- but now, their 
efforts are in supporting only their current 
products. So I guess it is up to us users to 
support ourselves. 


Tandy and Radio Shack people are now 
quick to tell us "the best thing to do is to 
throw that computer away because it is out 
of date." They just don't understand, our 
love for these units, or the amount of 
expense in time and money that we have 
invested in this equipment, and still not 
have them performing to _ their full 
potential. 


As one of our readers put it -—-"They will 
have to pull my Model 4 from my dying 
hands." 


Well the automobile (computer) 
manufacturer doesn't sell the gas (software) 
to make his product run, and neither will he 
teach you how to drive a car. Our guess 
that most of the computer manufacturers, 
and software publishers would like to be in 
the same position as the automotive market, 
and many other products that are marketed 
the same way. If you want to learn to 
drive you get mom, pop, a bother, a sister, 
or a friend to teach you or you can get 
driver education in school (if you are school 
age), or you can take driving lessons at a 
private commercial firm. In any _ event, 
neither the car manufacturer nor the gas 
manufacturer will teach you how to drive. 
There's no money in that! 


In the good old days, Radio Shack used to 
sell lots of audio, equipment etc. which you 
could get at an economical price for a 
whole unit or for the pieces to build one. 
But you couldn't buy a record to play on it! 
What's different in their current direction 
of marketing, nothing! 


And where does that leave us? As usual it's 
up to the user to learn how to get the full 
use out of his very powerful equipment, and 


to bring it up to its full potential. Z 80 
machines may not win the Indy 500, but 
they sure are work horses that will plow a 
lot of fields for a long, long time.

HYPERCROSS BY HYPERSOFT REVIEWED 


Recently we received a series of disks that 
were formatted in MS-DOS format, but had 
Model IV and III programs and information 
on them. 


Just prior to this we received an large 
mailing list from 80 Micro which was placed 
on disks by backing up a hard drive to 
MS-DOS formatted disks. Not owning any 
MS-Dos equipment (shame on us, huh) we 
took those disks to a professional consultant 
who could download the information to his 
hard drive, and then convert the data from 
a MS-DOS formatted disk to a TRS-DOS 
formatted disk so we could print the mailing 
labels. In the process there were no 
carriage returns at the end of the lines to 
print the labels and he had to write a 
program to put the carriage returns back in 
their proper place. By the time he was thru 
we got a bill for $188.00 and two disks with 
names on them that we could print with our 
Model 4. 


So when we received the disks with the 
public domain programs on it, which 
incidentally came from 80 Micro too, we 
shuddered, and started thinking about how 
to set up the null modem cabling from one 
of our Model 4's to a borrowed MS-DOS 
based machine. Or spending a day on the 
phone with a friend who had a modem and 
an MS-DOS machine who could send the 
data over the phone to our units. All this to 
get the data off the MS-DOS formatted 
disks and on to our TRS-DOS formatted 
disks. Several good computer friends offered 
to do this, but we did not want to impose 
upon their time either. So what to do? 


Then we called Mike Gingell the author and 
publisher of the Hypersoft series. We had 
heard of his products many times, but really 
had never had a need for them in the past 
and was only vaguely aware of what they 
would do. Our thoughts seemed to dwell on 
the fact that they could take data off a 
TRSDOS formatted disk and move it up to 


the MS-DOS. 
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We shortly found that they work both ways, 
from MS-DOS to TRSDOS, or from TRSDOS 
to MS-DOS, and besides that the program 
we needed was only $49.95. Great, rush us 
one -- now! 


The package arrived and even though we 
did not understand all the things that it will 
do, we placed the program on our system 
per instructions. Which only took a few 
minutes to install. 


Then with the nerve of a Mississippi 
riverboat pilot, we gingerly place our first 
valued PD program disk (MS-DOS format) in 
Drive one. Following the instructions in the 
pop up menu which required that we push 
the right choice button and enter twice, 
before reaching the final (and we assumed 
the fatal push) entry button. 


That final push on a new program does take 
guts, but we did it. Then we sat back to 
see the smoke roll. It didn't, good old 
Model 4 just puffed, grunted with that 
sound that sounds like a _ slow. running 
bathwater drain. Gurgle, hur-umph, gurgle, 
hur-umph-- TRANSFER COMPLETE - DO 
YOU WANT TO DO ANOTHER ONE? 


Want to do another one! Sure do! I've only 
got 115 more programs to go. At that rate 
these programs are going to cost me only 43 
eents apiece, and I will have HYPERCROSS 
to use in the future to transfer data from 
the office MS-DOS computer to the home 
TRS-DOS computer forever. That is if we 
ever get any MS machines in the office. 


This review of a product that is so simple 
to use, and which is really very technical in 
operation, may not seem like a the standard 
review to you, but I wouldn't even attempt 
to qualify it on a technical level. All I can 
say is that the program is really a winner 
and the support that Mike Gingell provides 
to the user can't be beat. As far as support 
goes; all the support we _ needed _ to 
accomplish our task was the support that 
we requested when we asked "did we order 
the right program". I am sure that in the 
future when we find a need to use the Zap 
and reformat alien disks utilities, or one of 
the many other features that are built into 
the program we will need his support. We 
feel strongly when we do need his support 
that he will be there. 


He also has programs that will transfer data 
from CP/M, CoCo, as well as MS-DOS to a 
TRSDOS format. 


One suggestion that we can make is to 
phone first to make sure that you are 
ordering the right program package for your 
application. 


If you are wondering what we are going to 
do with all the PD programs, we plan on 
sharing them with you, of course! 


It will be some time before we have all of 
them cataloged and available. We will let 
you know in future issues how the project is

The first 
chapter , Disk Basics, describes the general 
operation of minifloppy disks. Chapter 2, 
deseribes the operation of the disk drive 
itself in terms of interface signals and 
functions. The next chapter is concerned 
with operation of the Western Digital 
FD1771B-01 Floppy Disk 
formatter/Controller chip used in the 
TRS-80 Model I _ Expansion _ interface. 
Chapter 4 shows how the expansion 
interface decodes disk addressing and 
commands. The last chapter shows how 


Radio Shack software communicates to the 
disk and how one may do machine language 
(assembly language) and limited Basic-level 
programing of disk systems. Appendices 
provide related material, such as controller 
commands and disk format. (Taken directly 
from the first paragraph of Chapter One)

and controllers interact.

1989 TANDY COMPUTER CATALOG 


Ed Juge Director of Market Planning in his 
August News letter tells us that the new 92 
page Computer Catalog with hardware, 
software, printers, ete. for 1989 should now 
be on the shelf in the RS stores. 


There is a 32 page Educational Products 
Guide as well. 


The big news is that the store Express 
Software ordering system has been turned 
into a Direct Mail order service with a toll 
free 800 number. Orders will be accepted 
on most popular credit cards and your 
selection is shipped direct, freight prepaid. 
(You mean, we don't have to wonder if the 
store clerk ever placed our order?) And 
there is an Express order Software Buyers' 
Guide. "With 850 software programs from 
leading software publishers, many of which 
are priced 10 to 30% or more below the 
suggested retail price!" Sorry we do not 
have the 800 number at the this printing, 
nor have we had a look at the catalog. The 
first thing that comes to mind is -- are 
there any programs for TRS-80 in it? Oh 
well, at least the MS-DOS compatible users 
won't find any programs in the store stocks 
either. As mentioned earlier the Model 4D 
is still cataloged, so why isn't there any 
software from Tandy besides the DOS 6.2.1 
and Deskmate Mod 4 version left? 


It has been related to us (unconfirmed at 
this point) that Tandy will no longer process 
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orders for the LSI LS-DOS 6.3 program, now 
that it has been turned over to Misosys by 
Logical Systems Ine. Look for a 6.4 version 
to be out soon. Misosys's upgrade of the 6.3 
version. 


TALES FROM THE FILE CABINET

Summertime is usually a slow period for new 
Public Domain Software. It seems that most 
people would rather be out playing in the 
great open air as opposed to staying glued 
to their computer hacking out a program 
(Honestly, I can't see why), and this season 
is no exception. But there are a few new 
goodies out there and I'm gonna tell you 
about them. 


Last issue I reported that David Huelsmann 
had just released Version 02.00.00 of his 
popular XARC4/CMD program. Well it turns 
out that there was a minor bug in this 
version that would not allow the program to 
overwrite existing files when prompted to 
do so. This has been fixed and Version 
02.00.01 is now making it's rounds of the 
BBS circuits and is currently the most 
downloaded file in the GEnie Tandy 
Roundtable. Dave is still hard at work on 
the new version of ARC4/CMD and I will 
keep you up to date as news breaks. 


With the start of school not too far off, 
some of you teachers may be interested in a 
new release called SDMS. SDMS stands for 
School Data Management System and it is 
written by Stephen P. Sutherland. SDMS is a 
series of programs that will keep a grading 
period's scores in one file, allow you to 
adjust the scores, calculate average grades, 
print results in various orders, create a 
student roster, create grading scales, 
archive a grading period's scores for later 
retrieval, alphabetize a list of words, 
create word search puzzles, create and 
maintain seating charts, and much much 
more. It is truly a versatile program and it 
is released as SHAREWARE. For a small 
donation you will receive a 71 page manual 
and upgrade information. 


The BBS community is all a buzz over the 
release of Mel Patrick's FASTPLUS II 
Bulletin Board System. There are so many 
enhancements over the previous version that 


FASTPLUS just HAD to be re-named and 
re-numbered. The major enhancements of 
FASTPLUS II include the use of 1K Xmodem 
(YMODEM) transfer protocol, line feed 
stripping for ASCII uploads, storage of 
bulletins on disk so you can use ASCII 
graphic characters, file rebuilding routines, 
optional help menus, message editing using 
BASIC editing commands, time out warnings, 
and SEVERAL other enhancements’ too 
numerous to mention here (a lot of them 
don't make sense unless you're a FASTPLUS 
sysop anyway). This is truly the finest 
Bulletin Board program that has_ been 
written for the Model 4. It is distributed as 
SHAREWARE and upon registration, you 
will receive the full manual as well as the 
complete FASTPLUS II system _ including 
enhancements not available in the 
SHAREWARE release. If you've’ ever 
considered running a_ BBS, this is the 
program to look for. 


Speaking of Mel, he and Mike Orr have 
whipped up a nice little utility called 
SCRUBBER which is used with a Head 
Cleaning Diskette. SCRUBBER will step 
your disk drive head from track 0 to track 
40 three times to insure a solid cleaning of 
your drive heads. SCRUBBER will also keep 
track of the date you last cleaned each 
drive so you don't over do it. 


Alan E. Varga has released his C.U.I 
Database System into the Public Domain for 
everybody to enjoy. CUI is a full function 
database system that will allow you to 
enter, maintain, sort, and print data from 
within the database. The program can 
maintain up to 200 records with a 25 
character key search and can pack a 
database to fill in gaps left by deleted 
records. This is just a bit of what the 
program can do. I am still exploring this 
program and will have more to report on it 
next month. Even though Alan is_ not 
requesting a donation for this program, you 
may wish to consider one for all the work 
that has gone into CUI. 


Sometimes the simplest programs can be the 
most impressive. There are several 
Biorhythm programs available and most do a 
pretty good job of displaying and printing 
your charts. But, none are as impressive as 
BIOPRINT/BAS written by Marcel Groleau 
of Canada. Marcel has written what I 


consider to be the most complete Biorhytem 
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charting program around. I never really 
understood the theory behind the biorhythm 
but the short documentation file included 
with the program has answered all of my 
questions about "What does all this stuff 
mean?" and I am very grateful for it. The 
program is designed for use with the Radio 
Shack DMP series of printers and prints out 
a very clear graph of your cycles as well as 
alerting you to critical days and changes. 
The graph also reports what day you were 
born on and wishes you a Happy Birthday if 
you plot out your birth month. This program 
is a lot of fun and I really recommend it. 


If you are interested in taking a crack at 
weather prediction have I got a program for 
you. WEATHER4 version 4.4 is an MS-DOS 
program that has been ported over to Model 
4 by Carl Berger and is quite impressive. 
The program assists you in Forecasting the 
weather as well as computing Wind Chill, 
Temperature-Humidity Indexes, Heat 
Indexes, and Dew Point’ calculations. 
Released as SHAREWARE, this program will 
provide hours of entertainment for you 
amateur meteorologists. 


Joe Kyle-DiPietropaolo has upgraded his 
DTE Dumb Terminal Emulator to version 
02.00.00. DTE20 now supports true 
Compuserve Quick B_ Protocol for file 
transfer. DTE20 is a simple yet powerful 
program that is worth your time if you use 
CIS. 


GOMOKU version 2.02 is a very well done 
version of this ancient chinese game. 
Written by Dan Yertzell, GOMOKU is 
similar to Tic-Tac-Toe only it's played on a 
19 by 19 grid. The object is to place five 
pieces in a row. either’ horizontally, 
vertically, or diagonally. It's not as easy as 
it sounds because the computer plays quite 
well and is tough to beat. If you like games 
of strategy, this is one worth looking for. 


A few people have written to me asking 
why I don't cover Model 1 or Model 3 
software in my column. The truth is that 
there is not a lot of NEW Model 1/3 
software being written. What little has been 
written has been put on the back burner 
until I finish my READMAC catalog and can 
devote my time to the assembly of a Model 
1/3 catalog. Be assured that when I tackle 
this mind boggling project (I have close to 
600 disks to sift through, many of them 


Double sided 80 track) that I will be 
reporting on what I find in this column. On 
top of all this, I will be moving to larger 
living quarters which may put me _ behind 
about a week as I get set up once again. 
My mailing address will remain the same so 
don't worry about the Post Office losing 
things. 


I have put together a survey sheet that is 
sent out with all catalog requests. Even if 
you are not interested in ordering THE FILE 
CABINET'S catalog, I am still interested in 
hearing about what type of systems are 
being used in the TRS-80 community. If you 
would like to take part in this survey, 
please send a Self Addressed Stamped 
Envelope to: THE FILE CABINET'S 
SURVEY, P.O. Box 4295, San Fernando, Ca.

I recently had a 3.5" drive installed in one 
of my Model 4's and it works like a charm. 
I have been using double sided 80 Track 
drives for ARChiving and am currently in 
the process of ARChiving my disk library on 
to 3.5" disks for safe keeping. If you have a 
lot of files to store I really suggest this 
method as the way to go. 


PLEASE HELP! I am trying to obtain an 
ORIGINAL copy of 80-NorthWest magazine 
Volume 1 number 1 (The magazine later 
evolved into 80-US, BASIC Computing, and 
eventually CodeWorks magazine). I would 
like to complete my collection and just need 
this one issue. I am also looking for the 
entire first year of FAMILY COMPUTING 
Magazine (Volume 1 number 1 through 12). 
Any help in locating these magazines would 
be very appreciated. 


The READMAC eatalog is coming along a 
bit slower than anticipated. Just as I 
thought I was seeing the light at the end of 
the tunnel, Karl Mohr of Canada sends me a 
box with 70 diskettes of new READMAC's 
to sort through (Thanks Karl). The catalog 
will be shipped soon to all those who 
requested it.

LOW VISION EDITOR PROGRAM REVIEW 
by Henry H. Herrdegen 


Low Vision Editors (LVE & LVE23) were 
written and are supported by Don Ady, 956 
Oak Ridge Ave., Summit, NJ 07901 (201) 
277-3365 


Receiving Don Ady's programs for review, 
the 'L'ow 'V'ision 'E'ditor programs, LVE, 
LVE1, LVE2, LVE3 and LVE23 , were the 
first ones examined, since I thought them 
the most valuable ones. There were a few 
points to be cleared up, and so _ the 
"ELIXIR" got reviewed first. Don has now 
issued a new release, dated July 1988, and 
here are my comments: 


The programs are what the name implies, 
editor and word-processing programs for 
vision impaired people, having problems 
reading normal screen characters, and are 
written for 48K models 1, 3 and 4 (in 3 
mode) in Level II BASIC with embedded m/c 
language subroutines. 


LVE, 1, 2 & 3, using various sizes of pixel 
graphic letters, are on one, non system 
diskette. LVE23, using the expanded, double 
width font (32 character/line, hardware 
standard, CHR$(23), is on another (also non 
system) diskette, together with a couple 
other, related programs. They are available 
from Mr. Donald W. Ady, for $20 each or 
$25 for both. Money back, less 5 dollars, if 


you are not happy. 


Regrettable, Don has not written a 
comprehensive operating manual, but 
supplies printouts of some of the 
‘instruction’ files. There are around 30 
various doc's, help and list files on each 
disk, very thorough, sometimes a Dit 
lengthy, as well as an exercise program, 
leading you thru the different features of 
the programs. The 11 pages of printouts I 
received, plus printouts you can get from 
the other files, can make a reasonable, if 
fragmented manual. 


To be useful for v.i.p.'s, a proper manual 
would probably have to be printed in very 
large type, and could not be produced 
economically by Don. So, perusing the help 
menus in the large screen print might be 
the best, albeit while in the middle of 
writing some text cumbersome, solution. 


To printout the various files you can use 
the <S>tandard format for all but the 4 
files printed in the manual: STARTUP, 
KEYLIST, CUECARD and PRACTICE. Don 
has rewritten them for 32 column, expanded 
font printing. Select <O>ption, <32>columns, 
<4>left margin, <0>top margin, <10>bottom 
margin, <20>tab spaces, <N>o double space, 
<Y>es for printer codes. For my DMP200, 
and probably for most Tandy printers, the 
decimal code entry iss <27><*>, <14><*>, 
<*> -— and it starts printing. Don gives 
another example for a RX-80 printer in the 
PRACTICE file. You will have to find the 
valid codes for your printer in its manual. 


I use <0> and <10> for the vertical margins, 
to set the paper about 1" above the first 
print line, rather than the <5>/<5>, which 
requires the paper bail rollers to be 
retracted for the first few lines (on my 
printer at least). For a CUECARD printout 
set the bottom margin to <6> and lower the 
paper to 1/2" top margin, as Don has set 
the pagefeed after 59 lines of the first 
page! Refrain from using <CLR> in LVE23 
if you have made a mistake in the middle of 
the option inputs, use it only on the last 
two to get back to the menu, otherwise you 
wind up with standard small letters on the 
screen! 


The four graphic letter programs are 
similar, differing in the size of the fonts, 
and/or line spacing, and consequently in the 
number of characters and lines on the 


screen, which the following short table 
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summarizes: 


pgm: height x width:

The programs allow you to type a text or 
write a BASIC program, edit and save it in 
LVE or BASIC format, view only or load for 
processing disk stored files, and print in 
various configurations, single or double 
spaced, different line length's and margins, 
ete. 


Serolling is obviously of great importance 
with so few letters/words on the screen at 
one time, and Don gives you plenty of 
choices: vertical, screen by _— screen, 
horizontal, back and forth, the whole screen 
full or only one line shown, one letter, word 
or line at a time, manually by tapping a key 
or automatic, with controllable intervals, 
continuous with variable speed, as well as 
the ability to jump to any spot in the 
document by searching for a word, letter 
combination or sign. This scroll feature is 
very versatile, if sometimes confusing due 
to the multitude of key commands, and the 
fact that the same sub command key works 
different under varying main commands. 
Beware of randomly pushing key's! Learn it 
thoroughly, or weird things can happen! 


Contrary to normal practice of moving the 
cursor around the screen, here you move 
the text to a cursor fixed in the lower left 
corner for insertion or deletion, either by 
scrolling or with the search commands. 
(Watch out for the "search and 
DESTROY"!), This strange sounding practice 
is really the only practical one with the 
few words visible at any one time, and is 
quite handy once you got used to it. 


Several other uses could be found, beside 
the low vision help. If your printer can 
handle the graphic dumps, you can print 
large letter signs or messages, Kids may 
learn reading with the slow or step by step 
moving letters, and so on. 


The LVE23 does not use graphic created 
letters, but the built in hardware facility of 
the expanded, CHR$(23) controlled, double 
width characters. Thus, a lot more text can 
go on one screen, albeit not with larger 
letters, only wider ones. These are much 
easier to read than the standard ones, and 
this will be a big help for the many people 
having difficulty reading normal computer 
screen text. 


Generally, the LVE23 works the same as the 
graphic programs, with a few exceptions. 
Therefore, the documentation is the same as 
for the former, contained also in disk files 
on the LVE23 diskette, with a short specific 
doc, outlining the differences. Learn to use 
a LVE first, and when you are familiar with 
most of its multitude of commands, the 
differences are not hard to get used to. I 
tried it the other way around, considering 
the 23 probably having the greatest 
usefulness, and got hopelessly bogged down, 
flipping printouts, trying to find out why 
this key did not work as the LVE doc said 
it should. 


The LVE23 diskette includes a program, 
ealled WINDOW, which is to be _ installed 
into a BASIC buffer or other memory 
location and then permits you to enlarge a 
normal screen from any loaded program to 
two double size ones for easy reading, and 
to flip back to normal] letter size. 


Be careful with a full 15 line screen (16th 
is the chevron with the blinking cursor), you 
may lose the top line, depending at which 
cycle you catch the blink, and add some 
ready chevrons with a solid cursor on the 
bottom. 


Take care also when printing the doc with 
LVE23: it is stored in 64 columns with the 


chapter dividing dotted lines and titles in 


32! Printing with <S> will give you a double 
spaced, 64 column text, with the titles and 
dotted lines somewhat out of place. Rather 
print it with <O>, 32 columns and expanded, 
as mentioned under LVE. 
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Also included is FLOAT, a program that 
prints a file record in normal letters on top 
of the screen, and_ scrolls the _ text 
horizontally in the familiar large graphic (at 
least on my III screen a bit jittery) letters 
at the bottom. Again, direction and speed 
are key controlled, and a moving cursor in 
the top display indicates the position of the 
enlarged bottom line. 


The doc for this program again is written in 
64 column format, but no 32 titles or 
divisions, so you can print it with LVE23 
default settings on <O>, except for the 
double space, and choose the bottom margin 
to suit your lines/page preference. 


I have put some emphasis on hardcopy 
printouts in this review, since I like to see 
things on paper, and wasted a lot of time 
and paper before I found the right 
combination for each, starting out by 
believing in <S>tandard printing, and not 
trying to read the various instructions on 
screen. You can always get a half way 
decent printout by using the DOS LIST 
(PRT) feature, but it gives you no 
pagination and will now print some in 32 
column width. If I have helped you to avoid 
my several times full round file, then I have 
done part of my job. 


In closing, let me say that if you know of 
v.i.p.'s in your area, please make them 
aware of these really helpful programs. 


I apologize to Don and anybody else who 
took offense to my calling BANNER and 
TBANNER Z80 routines in my July, pg 17 
ELIXIR review, as in fact they are USR 
rou-tines, written in Z80 machine language. 
What I meant to convey was that they are 
not basic BASIC programs which you could 
run by themselves, but you will get the 
famous "Direct Statement in File" message 
when you try to RUN or MERGE them. 
LOGO, which I also called Z80, is a graphic 
data file used in some of the diskettes 
programs to cre-ate the ELIXIR logo, but 
again, not accessible by itself.

TRSDOS 1.3 PATCH UTILITY PROGRAM 
for Model III or Model 4 (in the III Mode) 
by Henry H. Herrdegen 


The 15 update bulletins with about 50 patch 
lines Tandy has issued since I bought my 
machine in 1983, prompted me to write a 
program to ease the pain of putting most of 
these patches on to about two dozen system 
disks in use. Then came Andy Levinson with 
over twenty good patches, and now David 
Goben's. Am I glad I wrote that program! 
If you want an easy way to bring all your 
existing disks up to the latest patch, and an 
easy way to add further patches, I am 
happy to make this program and my 
collected patch files available thru this 
publication. 


The "PATCHSC" (Patch-Scripsit) program is 
designed to patch any number of TRSDOS 
1.3 diskettes on a Model III or 4 with 2 
drives. It uses individually or in a row 
selectable patch line groups, . previously 
typed and stored in ASCII files. Those 
groups may contain any number of patch 
lines, either multiple lines for one patch, or 
grouped together for related functions or 
concerning identical files. (or none of the 
above.) 


Since typing multiple patch lines directly 
into a TRSDOS "DO" file is difficult, as 
there is no editing facility for any typo's, 
the use of a Word Processor which uses, or 
can convert to ASCII files, such as Super 
Seripsit, is almost a must. 


The advantage of this program lies in the 
fact, that these groups are on permanent 
file on the patch disk, and can be called on 
to update any diskette with a_ selected 
group or groups, without having to assemble 
the individual patch lines for every 
diskette, as other programs demand. For 
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instance, assembling the groups by TRSDOS 
files permits you to skip the "BASIC/CMD" 
patehes for a diskette without BASIC. And 
the "GROUP" function permits you to select 
"Patch X to Y" and sit back and watch your 
friendly computer do its thing. As it takes 
about a minute to patch 10 lines of average 
length, it can get tiresome to sit and wait 
just to type in the next group name. 


The diskette holds the patch programs 
including all 21 patch groups I have added 
so far (over 200 patch lines, including all 
Super Scripsit and PROFILE III+ patches!), 
BASIC/CMD and the necessary Scripsit 
files, two BASIC programs necessary for 
PROFILE, and a few utilities and files, 
mentioned later on. I left only one printer 
driver on it for space reasons. Delete my 
DMP400/CTL and copy your driver to it. 


The patch diskette resides in drive 0. Insert 
the diskette to be patched into drive 1 and 
press <RESET>. The ‘Auto’ command will 
load and run PATCHCLR, clearing the 
register line, and then run PATCHSC, 
showing you the menu, a_ register line 
"Patches made:" (0 at this time), and the 
first 5 line block of the patch file listing. 
Pressing the <SPACE BAR> will scroll only 
this listing and repeat after the last block. 
Selecting <S>(ingle) or <G>(roup) will 
prompt you to either enter the patch file 
name (I use 'PATCHxx') or to enter the 
start and end No's of a group of patch files. 
Press <ENTER>, and the program goes to 
TRSDOS, executes the patches in the 
specified, or the first group, and returns to 
the BASIC program, registering the No of 
the just made patch group, and either stops 
if <S> was selected, or pauses for a moment 
to let you read that number, and goes on to 
TRSDOS to make the next patches. 


Only if the File to be patched is not on the 
disk, will it stop in DOS. If the particular 
patch has already been made, it will 
continue with a (probably familiar) "String 
not found" message, trying the next line. 


Finished with that disk, insert the next one 
in drive 1, press <RESET> and make your 
selection again. If you don't use <RESET> 
or type <RUN PATCHCLR>, the numbers of 
the previously made patches will just stay 
in the register line, and new ones will get 
lost after two lines are full. 


Also on the diskette is an ASCII list, 
PATCHES, with all the TRSDOS patches, 
sorted by file and address, 174 of them! 
And a little utility, ZEROKILL, which 
leaves no garbage behind if you kill a file. 
Delete patch files you do not need and 
write your own new ones. 


This short description should whet your 
appetite and make you think of putting all 
those nice patches on your disks, you never 
found the impetus to type in individually. 
Besides, the files include all mandatory 
Tandy patches, some of which you may not 
even have. To keep track of the status on 
each diskette, I have added a little line in 
the shortened TRSDOS banner, showing the 
(updated) patch group number. A description 
of the individual patches, instructions how 
to write the number update patch or modify 
this update line, and how to write the 
PATCHxx/BLD files, will be included with 
the disk.

To install patches it requires considerable 
time and typing skills. 


A typing error can install an_ incorrect 
patch in a program that will create all 
kinds of hidden problems, which when this 
happens and is detected, you discard your 
disk and start all over. When the error in 
patching goes undetected, it will and 
without question show up in your data as 
garbage. 


For those of us who are timid about 
patching things, it is a great boon to us to 
let the experts provide something that we 
can plug-in push the button and know that 
it will do the job, fast and correctly. 


While we are on the subject of patches, for 
those of you who are just beginning, we 
hope to publish in our next issue a full 
discussion of what Patches are and Why 
they are used. 


We have received a great deal of mail, 
requesting patches for all kinds of programs 
and systems. This program and list of 
patches comes at an most opportune time 
for our TRSDOS 1.3 System users, along 
with the patehes for PROFILE III+ and 
SuperSCRIPSIT (not reprinted here) but 
contained in the disk package.

COUPON TRACKING PROGRAM 
Gentlemen: 


I have received the second issue of 
Computer News 80, July '88, and found it to 
be even better than the first one I received 
in June. Keep up the good work! 


Now that I know that you are looking for 
programs to be placed into Public Domain 
and are willing to accept them from persons 
without technical training and program 
writing expertise, I hereby offer a Store 
Coupon Tracker program written in "PAB" 
(Pure Amateur Basic). If such a program 
holds any interest for you, it is yours 
without strings. 


The program is stored on disk in ASCII 
("COUPON/ASC") and in BASIC 
("“COUPON/BAS"). It was written on a Model 
4 using LS-DOS 6.3 and BASIC .01.01.02. An 
80 column printer is used in the output. The 
printer control codes in the program are for 
an Epson FX-80. 


What it does: 

1 - Creates any number of user designated 
categories and lists all coupons assigned to 
that category. Categories may be laid out 


to match the coupon caddy or whatever is 
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used to physically store the coupons. 


2 - Coupons are assigned a number that is 
the same as the data line number where 
they are listed. When program is loaded, 
used coupons may be removed from the 
program by typing in their assigned number 
and pressing <ENTER>. 


This erases the data line where coupon data 
was stored. The program will generate new 
numbers for new coupons, re-using numbers 
previously cancelled and adding enough new 
numbers to make a list of ten numbers in 
each category to be used on new coupons. 
This may be easily changed if more are 
required. To change any item in the data 
line, use the regular editing features of the 
TRS-80 by typing EDIT xxxx <ENTER> 
where xxxx = coupon number. 


3 - There must be seven fields in the data 
line not to exceed a given length. The last 
data line in each category must be a "-1". 
The program gives a fast check on items 
entered for proper entry format and prints 
a list of possible errors so they may be 
edited out before run time. 


4 - Prints out a list of coupons under the 
category to which they have been assigned. 
Each coupon lists ID number, brand name of 
item, item, cents off or value of coupon, 
requirements to validate coupon, expiration 
date and number of duplicate coupons. The 
number of duplicate coupons is the last item 
in the data line. If more than one, enter the 
number of duplicates. In any case, the 
quantity field must be created by entering a 
comma after the date field. The expiration 
date is enter as xxxxxx. The slashes 
between month, day and year are inserted 
at print time. If the coupon is due to expire 
within the current month, it is "starred" in 
right hand column. If it has already expired, 
the word "Expired" is printed in place of 
expiration date or "NONE" if coupon so 
states. 


After all changes, deletions and entries, BE 
SURE TO RE-SAVE THE PROGRAM UNDER 
WHATEVER NAME YOU CHOOSE. It even 
pays to save it after every few entries of 
new data. It can save a lot of extra typing. 


In practice, you must decide which category 
you want to place the coupon and then 
assign it the next consecutive number from 


a list of available numbers in_ each 
category. Write the number on the coupon. 


After the coupon has been entered into the 
program via the proper data line, file it in 
the coupon caddy. If stored in order under 
each category, there is no need to paw 
through a batch of coupons at purge time, 
just look for the number under the proper 
eategory. 


When the grocery list is made and you have 
coupons to be used, a check mark is placed 
next to the coupon number on the printed 
list After the shopping trip, an indication 
that the coupon was actually used may be 
made by whatever means you choose and 
then removed from the program as described 
above. You do not need to save the coupon 
number, the program will automatically 
restore it to use when coupon is purged 
from program. Mail-in offers are added as 
simple print statements that include the line 
number where they are printed along with a 
brief description. They, too, may _ be 
eancelled by entering the line number alone. 


Because the number of coupons in each 
category can vary so widely, no attempt 
was made to skip over perforations in the 
standard fan fold paper print-out. It has not 
been a problem for me but could be 
overcome by changing the "LINES" 
parameter in the FORMS FILTER as given 
in the TRS-80 Model 4 Manual. If done, the 
name of the category could appear on one 
sheet and the coupons under the category 
on the next, or a split in the coupon listings 
themselves can occur. 


I have not seen a program dealing with this 
subject before, although I'm sure there must 
be some. It sure beats the heck out of 
"Netting your fingers do the walking thru 
the coupon caddy".

Q: Although I wrote a couple of weeks ago 
concerning a couple of problems, I have 
upgraded all my 1.3 files to LS-DOS 6.3, 
using the Model 4-D. In that last letter I 
said that I thought that TRS-DOS 1.3 was 
easier to use.... Not so at all. After you get 
used to some new things, Like E for edit 
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and D for delete, it is not only easier to 
use, but the speed increase is fantastic, 
especially on a one key "save" or "load" 
command. I recommend both the Model 4-D 
and LS-DOS 6.3 to anyone. Computer News 
80 got me into these items, Thank you very 
much. 


But I do have a small problem: In that great 
manual "MOD-4 by Jack", for which I am 
grateful to you, on pages 196-197 there is a 
program for one key entry of any command 
or word that works with 6.2 or LS-DOS very 
well. I use it for a "run" command that 
saves much time, and for a word I use over 
and over in my basic programs. 


It works very well except that the 
statement "SET :JK KSM/FLT USING 
MACROS/KSM" and the statement "FILTER 
*K1 *JK" do not remain on the disk for the 
next session boot-up. It is necessary to 
re-type those statements back in, the 
"BUILD MACROS/KSM" stays there. If the 
computer is re-booted, the "SET......"ETC & 
"FILTER...."ETC are gone. Changing from 
one LS-DOS disk to another without booting 
causes no problems. 


I tried to write to the disk the two 
statements as a program in Basic, and save 
it with a do command, but it doesn't work. 


The same is true of the CLICK/FLT 
program on page 199 of Jack's book.

I am unable 
to get the Bold Face command to work 
using the DMP105/CTL file - instead, I get; 
the character, two hourglasses, character, 
two hourglasses, character two hourglasses, 
character. (The hourglasses represent 
backspace commands, I suspect.) I get the 
same treatment with the DMP120, DMP200, 
DMP400, DMP420 or DMP500/CTL files. 
Tandy Software Support tells me that Bold 
Face with the DMP105 is not supported.

Rather than replacing these drives, I 
would like to know if it is possible to add 
two of the 3-1/2 inch double-sided 40 track 
as external drives #2 and #3 (via the 
expansion bus). In other words, can the 
existing single-sided 40 track and _ the 
double-sided 80 track drives operate 
together? If so, is any special configuration 
or DOS set up required ( I use both LS-DOS 
6.3 and TRS-DOS 1.3).

A: Yes, you can use external drives or 
internal drives added to your computer as 
drive :2 and :3, without any _ special 
changes in your DOS system, or programs. 


If you add external you do not have to 
change your drives to half-high drives to 
get four in place. But if you did, with the 
new TEAC drives drawing less power than 
the original single-sided drives, you would 
not need to install a larger, or a second 
power supply. 


The simplest is the external drive-power 
Supply combinations from Aerocomp, 


complete with cable to plug into the I/O 
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expansion bus on the outside of your 
computer. We suggest Aerocomp, because 
we know that there is not support coming 
from other suppliers after you purchase. 
With Aerocomp, you get support at the time 
of purchase, and after. Some suppliers don't 
even know what a TRS-80 computer is 
anymore. Even many Radio Shack store 
people don't know what a TRS-80 computer 
is! 


We just ordered an external dual drive with 
one 5-1/4 double sided 40 track, with one 
3-1/2 inch 1.44 drive, to use on a Model 4 
with its two double-sided drives. We have 
several Model 4's, some with single-sided 
drives in them. And we can use this unit on 
any of the computers that we have. It will 
give us more flexibility in using drives for 
disk copy, while not going to the expense of 
adding another hard drive, it will have one 
super storage unit with 1.44 meg. on the 
3-1/4 disks. 


Future issues will relate our experience and 
the relative cost effectiveness of the disk 
storage with this configuration. 


The Model 4 supports 4 drives, AS IS, so all 
you need do is to; buy an external dual 
drive set up of your choice, plug-it-in and 
run-with-it! 


The additional cost over installing the same 
configuration internally in your computer is 
about $70.00, but remember for this you get 
a separate supporting power supply, and 
miss all the fun of having to tear into your 
computer to have extra disk capacity, which 
for a lot of us is a blessing! -Ed. 


Q: I would like to see articles on how to 
convert some Model III machine language 
programs to run in the Model 4 mode. 


I have only one Model MTIII_ program, 
DOTPLOT-80. I like it because it is a very 
versatile plotting program that can be 
called from BASIC. The current versions of 
DATAGRAPH can not be called from a 
user's BASIC program, they work with 
Multiplan or VisiCalc. REMBRANDT is a 
screen dump program which produces a 
graph about half the size of an 8-1/2 x 11" 
piece of paper. Discount Data's graphics 
Programs require a high-resolution graphics 
board. I am not interested in screen 


graphics. I am interested in a_ high-res 
graphics program for my printer (DMP-105) 
that lets me create an XY plot from my 
BASIC program. Thanks for any help you 
ean provide.

A: We are sending you a PD disk with a 
file splitting program on it. As Allwrite 
stores its data in ASCII, you should have no 
trouble bringing the DOC text in to it, for 
editing. As almost all DOC files are stored 
in ASCII, so that anyone can read them, you 
should be able to edit them with Allwrite. 
If you have a SuperScripsit program (we 
know lots of grief) but it does have one 
nice option, and that is the built-in ASCII 
conversion program. We use it all the time 
to edit doc files, and because it is disk 
resident, we can handle some very large doc 
files, really up to the disk capacity of 
double-sided disks if necessary. However 
this file split program should give you the 
assistance that you need for memory based 
text. 


Suggestions and or other methods from our 
readers to solve this type of problem are 
always welcome, too. -Ed.

A: The answer to that one is a rough one 
because different word processors are 
excellent for different applications. And 
because so many feel that the word 
processor that they use personally is the 
best that there is. It is impossible to 
recommend a single word processor that will 
do all things for all people. There is a later 
version of SuperScripsit than 1.1, which is 
1.2, and it has so many new bugs, that you 
are better off to use the one you have. 

The next step up could be Scripsit Pro, 
expensive but reported to be better. A step 
sideways could be _ Allwrite, with its 
Dotwriter, font package, and banner maker. 
A step backwards could be to Scripsit, plain 
and simple. Or you could go to LeScript, 
which is a step we haven't figured out yet. 


Right now if a poll was taken we would 
have equal amounts of people using 
SuperScripsit, Scripsit Pro, Allwrite, with 
fewer people using LeScript and Lazywriter. 
Each has its strong supporters. What's best? 


Its like art, it is in the eye of the beholder, 
and the beholder's pocketbook.
